An Outmoded 
Labor Concept 


lf a strike in the steel industry is averted, 
til"* alternatives most likely will be in the form 
of “ concessions.'’ wage increases and other parts 
oi the pattern which will be reflected in higher 
priced steel. 
And of course steel is the key 
industry, so higher prices will be reflected in 
practically all other industries. 


In allied industries organized labor is exert­ 
ing constant pressure toward more holidays, 
extended vacations and other concessions that 
add up to more pay for the same or fewer hours. 
I lie final overall result will he higher wage bills 
for everybody to pay. 


There is no hope on the part of employers 
that the increases will he met by increased pro­ 
ductivity. 
The constant pressure is to reduce 
production instead of increase it. Reduced pro­ 
duction is a relic of outmoded labor economics. 
Smart union operators know that production is 
the only real wealth, but they still cling to the 
ancient concept of “ spreading the job.” whether 
by shorter work weeks, featherbedding or other­ 
wise. 


One of the dangerous aspects of this crisis 
is that Communist countries are providing in­ 
creasing competition for American production. 
Khrushchev has specifically warned that he in­ 
tends to heat the I mted States in the realm of 


world 
economics. 
He 
intends 
to 
take over 
American export markets 
He is convinced he 
can do it because he utilizes slave labor. 
The ridiculous statement is now being made 
vociferously in Washington that “ spreading the 
job” will relieve unemployment. As a matter of 
fact this policy of reduced production of wealth 
will eventually produce greater unemployment 
by pricing labor out of the market, and by 
reducing the purchasing power of the American 
public.

*\ . . The kin are left to wonder why the Presi­ 
dent is willing to go to war for the Berlin Germans, 
the Lebanese, and practically everyone else, but va ill 
not lift a hand for his own American soldiers.” 
It is not so easy, Mrs. Hicks. In the good old days 
it was possible to make war on Spain because the 
Spaniards cut off the ear of an Englishman called 
Jenkins. And -General Smedley Butler of the Marine 
Corps went through a country because a Marine was 
missing. 
But those days are over as since Soviet 
Russia became a Power, treaties are of no avail and 
international law is meaningless. 
The Russians do 
not recognize whatever is irrational and that is irration­ 
al which they regard as such. 
It is all very simple. When fairly decent people 
get to quarrelling, they generally light according to 
some preconceived rule* of decency, but the Russians 
do not care to tight that way because it seems so 
stupid. In a word. if fight you must, then fight to a 
finish. Stomp on the enemy’s tare and gouge out his 
eyes. Give him the punishment ot the thousand cuts. 
Keep hun alive but tear his tongue out. Anything you 
ran think of and are pleased to do. That being the 
case, precisely what can we do about it when our 
airmen tall into their hands’’ 
Mrs. Hicks uses the phrase, “ lins cynical abandon­ 
ment ol loyal Americans." Short ol war. there seems 
to be little ebc that can be done. Our State Depart­ 
ment can, of course, send some notes to Russia, but 
the reply will be that they know nothing about it but 
heard that an American plane has had sonic trouble 
somewhere The President can talk to the first Russian 
that comes his way. as Eisenhower did to Mikoyan, 
and Mikoyan probably said that he would take the 
matter up with the pi opec authorities which means 
nobody at all. How many Americans are still held rn

WASHINGTON. April 24 - You 
can t win with some of the critics 
— you’re wrong whatever you 
do! This must have been the 
thought that crossed President 
Eisenhower'* mind as he read 
this week some of the caustic 
comments about an “ unnecessary 
delay" in announcing the appoint­ 
ment of Christian Herter as Sec­ 
retary of State. 
One can readily imagine what 
some of the same critics who 
were strong for the Herter ap­ 
pointment would have said if they 
were certain he wouldn’t favor 
the changes they hope for in pub­ 
lic policy. 
“ Look," they would have chor­ 
used. “ here s the President act­ 
ing precipitately on the most im­ 
portant appointment he has to 
make in this critical time in 
world history! And why does he 
appoint a sick man '” 
President Eisenhower'* delib­ 
erateness is to be praised rather 
than condemned He knew of the 
arthritic condition of his Under 
Secretary of State. He realized 
the newspapers would be printing 
pictures of a man on crutches. 
So it was decided to offset that 
criticism by getting a medical 
report to clear up all doubts. It 
took a few days to get that done. 
The President talked to Mr. 
Herter on Monday. April 13 — 
two days before the Wednesday 
on which the telephone resigna­ 
tion of Mr. Dulles was announced. 
Mr Herter was told a’ that Mon­ 
day conference by Mr. Eisen­ 
hower that, if the medical exam­ 
ination turned out all right, he 
would be the next Secretary of 
State. On Tuesday. April 14. it 
was announced that Mr. Herter 
would head the American delega­ 
t e at the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conferences in Paris and Geneva. 
Why. then, on Wednesday morn­ 
ing did the President, in speaking 
to the press, mention the possi­ 
bility of other candidates’* Be­ 
cause he wasn’t sure at that time 
what the medical examination 
would show.

Approximately 5,000 die in 
vehicle accidents due to careless 
driving. The average farmer has 
no other access to the highway 
than (rom a blind road or farm 
driveway. Some get careless and

Christian A. Her­ 
ter was the obvious and almost 
necessary c hoice to succeed John 
Foster Dulles; and he is also a 
man of proven stature, charac­ 
ter, and courage who ought to 
do a first rate job. 
No one. meanwhile, seems to 
be at all preoccupied with the 
succession at the Defense De­ 
partment. although the early de­ 
parture of Secretary of Defense 
Neil Mc Elroy wa- foreseen some 
time ago. It is taken for grant­ 
ed that when McElroy goes, his 
Under Secretary. Donald Quartes, 
will get the job.

President will have the utmost 
difficulty in finding any other re­ 
placement for McElroy. 
Yet the succession at the De­ 
fence Department really deserves 
more attention than the succes­ 
sion at the State Department if 
only because the right name for 
Donald Quarles is * Mister Mis­ 
sile Gap." 
Quarles has been a leading de­ 
fense policy-maker during the 
whole of the last six years, when 
the world balance of military 
power has tilted so dangerously 
against us. 
He has had much

rently opposes the measures that

Quarles 
.sharply opposed the inaugura­ 
tion of the Titan project; and 
Talbott and Gardner had to fight 
with tooth and claw lo win the 
day. 


Even the re-design of Atlas 
and the order for Titan would 
have been fruitless, 
however, 
without the establishment in Tur­ 
key of mis&ile-watching radars. 
Nothing but the grim, indisput­ 
able intelligence derived from 
these radar* could have driven 
the Eisenhower administration ’o 
spend the necessary sums for 
serious development of the big 
missiles. But once again. Donald 
Quarle.s fought the whole plan for 
the missile-watching radars. Tile

was smuggled though, 
without 
Quarles’s concurrence. 
by the TalbottGardner team In 
truth the country owes much to 
thc.se two men. one of whom was 
later disgraced, while the other 
was briskly dismissed for his 
pains. 
Such is the early Quarles rec­ 
ord, in the formative period The 
later record has been wholly 
consistent with the beginning In­ 
deed the great tragedy of the 
hapless McElroy’* service a* De­ 
fense Secretary has been his 
choice of Quarles as his chief 
advisor.
